HINTS ON STRAWBERRY CULTURE 


Plants should be set as indicated in picture, bearing in mind that plants set too deep often 
isuffer heavier losses than those set too shallow, especially on heavy ground that might pack 
around crown after rain. 

Set plants as early as possible. Strawberries should be set at the first opportunity in the 
spring. 

Avoid ground that was previously in sod as grub damage may be heavy to plants following 
sod or alfalfa. 

Prepare ground thoroughly so that no air pockets are left to dry out roots. 

Water plants after setting if possible. 

Avoid low lying locations with poor air drainage as quite often strawberries will escape 
killing frosts if planted on higher ground. 

Pick berries and blooms from spring bearing plants the first 
season and from Everbearing until July 1. 

In general a row spacing of 42 inches with plants 15 to 18 
inches apart in the row will be suitable. 

In mulching berries be sure that the ground is permanently 
frozen before mulching. 

Strawberries are often killed by mulching too early if a 
warm spell follows the application of the mulch. 


NEW GLENMORE STRAWBERRY 


A new variety originated in Canada. Bred for extreme hardiness and ability to 
withstand the severe winters of Canada and the northern states. Here in our Iowa 
climate we find that Glenmore didn't even lose any leaves during winter, although 
the plants were unmulched, and we had temperatures of 20 below. Heavy producer 
of medium size berries similar to Dunlap. A good freezing variety. We recommend it 
very highly to those of you in the north.

Beaver is a cross between Dunlap and Premier and has 
retained the best qualities of both. Beaver has a dark green 
foliage and is a very strong grower with a large fibrous 
root system making it very drouth resistant. Berries are 
a deep glossy red with the color extending clear through 
to the center of the fruit. Beaver is a good plant maker and 
in growth resembles the Dunlap more than it does the 
Premier. In a State Experiment Farm near here Beaver 
outyielded all other varieties. 


MINNESOTA 1118 ARROWHEAD 


(Late)—For far north. 

It has been several years since we have added a new 
variety to our list as we did not feel that any of them were 
superior to varieties already listed for the midwest. We are 
now glad to recommend the New Arrowhead strawberry 
to you. This variety was originated by the University of 
Minnesota fruit breeding farm at Excelsior, Minnesota, and 
was released with their recommendation. Arrowhead is 
EXTREMELY HARDY, vigorous in growth and will set 
runners freely and will stand the cold winters of the north, 
even without mulch in many sections. The fruit is very at- 
tractive, of large size, excellent quality. 


BELLMAR 


(Early) 

This is another of the newer varieties. One of the surest 
indications of popularity is the increasing demand each 
year for plants of Bellmar. Bellmar in growth resembles the 
Premier with the exception that it will make more plants 
than the Premier. The extra large berries are very at- 
tractive, have a dark red color that extends clear through 
to the center of the berry. The fruit stands up well in 
shipping. We think Bellmar is better than Premier 
for Missouri, southern TIllinois, Kentucky and 
other localities to the south of us.

tough and healthy, covering and protecting the blooms and 
shielding them from frost. Premier will not make quite as 
many plants as the Beaver, Blakemore, or Dunlap, but it 
produces large husky plants which can support a lot of 
large berries. The fruit ships well and is very firm. It is 
pointed, bright showy red, and has a nice calyx.

DUNLAP 


(Midseason) 


The well known Dunlap is one of our oldest varieties, 
sometimes known as Dr. Burrill. It is, we believe, the most 
widely planted variety in existence.

It has easy hulling qualities, uni- 
form shape, firm and solid flesh, light bright red color, and a 


high pectin content. 


(EARLY) RESISTANT TO RED STELE ROOT DISEASE 

A new variety that is entirely resistant to all root 
diseases. This new variety is a cross between Aber- 
deen and Fairfax by the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture for the purpose of obtaining a new variety that 
would be resistant to Red Stele which is becoming a 
serious problem in some sections if the United States.

HOW TO GROW BLUEBERRIES SUCCESSFULLY 


Make an opening three or four times larger than the roots, large enough to receive all the roots without crowding. 
Mix the dirt, removed from holes, half and half with Acid Peat, or some acid material such as decayed leaves, rotten 
straw or vegetable refuse, firm this well around the roots of the plants. We recommend that a handful of sulphur be put 
around each plant in the spring. Give the one-year plants one-half ounce of Sulphate of Ammonia, for the older plants 
increase one-half ounce for each additional year. Do not let the Sulphate of Ammonia get in contact with the foliage.
